Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952. 

The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  statistics  re- 
quired are  embodied  in  the  Report.  I may,  however,  briefly 
draw  attention  to  a few  of  the  salient  points. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population  for  mid- 
year 1952,  on  which  the  statistics  are  based,  was  28,580,  or 
1,051  less  than  the  figure  for  the  census  taken  in  April,  1951. 
Even  allowing  for  the  fact  that  a certain  amount  of  casual 
labour  has  left  the  district,  it  seems  rather  a big  drop  to  have 
taken  place  during  the  year. 

As  regards  the  statistics  as  an  index  to  the  health  of  the 
community  one  can  fairly  say  that  on  the  whole  they  were 
highly  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  well  maintained  at  19.0  per  1,000  of 
population.  It  was  down  by  0.3  on  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year,  but  was  still  3.7  higher  than  the  National  Rate.  Trans- 
lated into  actual  births,  this  meant  that  106  more  habies  were 
born  in  Ennerdale  than  would  have  been  had  the  rate  been 
the  same  as  the  average  rate  for  the  country. 

The  Death  Rate  too  was  less  compared  with  the  rate 
for  the  previous  year  by  1.6  per  1,000,  although  at  11.9  it 
was  still  0.6  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  whole  country. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  and  Circulatory 
Diseases,  which,  as  usual,  easily  headed  the  list  and  accounted 
for  184  or  54%  of  all  the  deaths.  Cancer  accounted  for  41, 
Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  and  other  Respiratory  Diseases  for 
28,  Motor  Vehicle  and  other  accidents  for  ii,  and  Tuberculosis 
for  10.  It  is  worth  drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that,  in  a 
district  which  has  for  so  long  borne  a more  than  somewhat 
sinister  reputation  in  regard  to  Tuberculosis,  more  deaths  were 
due  to  accidents  than  to  that  disease. 

Infantile  Deaths  were  slightly  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  but  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  still  remains  consider- 
ably higher  than  the  average  rate  for  tho;  country  which  in  1952 
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again  established  a new  low  record.  To  equal  the  country’s 
record  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  have  had  nine  fewer 
infantile  deaths  in  Ennerdale. 

Cancer  Deaths  showed  a fall  of  sixteen  as  compared  with 
the  number  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  local  death  rate 
from  this  disease  at  1.44  per  1,000  of  population  was  0.55  less 
than  the  rate  for  the  country. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  again  showed  a very  welcome 
improvement  being  almost  half  what  they  were  the  previous 
year.  The  improvement  during  the  past  two  years  means 
that  the  rate  for  1952  was  very  little  more  than  one-third  of 
the  average  rate  for  the  previous  five-year  period  1945-1950. 
This  is  very  gratifying,  but  at  the  same  time  one  must  not 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  rate  is  still  some  50%  higher 
than  the  national  rate.  One  may,  however,  take  it  as  an 
earnest  of  the  success  that  one  hopes  may  ultimately  be 
achieved  by  the  new  and  much  improved  Tuberculosis 
Service. 

With  regard  to  other  notifiable  diseases  there  is  fortun- 
ately very  little  to  record.  Diphtheria  was  again  completely 
absent  from  the  District  for  the  third  year  in  succession,  and 
it  is  now  over  five  years  since  there  has  been  a fatal  case. 

There  was  a slight  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery,  but  the 
cases  generally  were  of  a mild  type. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  notifiable  infectious  disease 
(other  than  Tuberculosis  and  Pneumonia),  a child  who  un- 
fortunately succumbed  to  a meningeal  infection. 

My  thanks  are  once  more  due  to  the  members  of  the 
Sanitary  staff  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  service,  to  the 
officials  of  all  other  departments  for  their  willing  help  and 
co-operation,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
and  Housing  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and  sup- 
port in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  community.

POPULATION. 

The  actual  census  taken  in  1951  showed  the  population 
to  be  29,631.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population 
at  mid-year,  1951,  was  29,640,  which  was  practically  identical 
with  that  figure.  This  year,  however,  the  Registrar-General’s 
mid-year  estimate  shows  a reduction  of  no  less  than  1,060. 
It  seems  rather  difficult  to  believe  that  such  a reduction  has 
taken  place  within  the  year,  even  allowing  for  the  fact  that  a 
certain  amount  of  casual  labour  has  left  the  district.

— 272  males  and  271  females — of  whom  21 — 9 males  and  12 
females — were  illegitimate.  The  number  shows  a decrease  of 
28.  The  Birth  Rate  was  19.0  per  1,000  of  population,  a figure 
which  is  0.3  less  than  for  the  previous  year,  and  3.7  over 
the  figure  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  illegitimate  births 
represented  3.9%  of  the  total  live  births  as  against  2.8%  for 
the  previous  year  and  4.6  for  the  whole  country.

The  nett  deaths  for  the  District  after  making  adjustments 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  i.e.,  after  adding  the  num- 
ber of  residents  who  died  outside  the  District  but  were  nor- 
mally resident  in  the  District,  and  deducting  those  who  died 
in  the  District  but  were  normally  resident  outside,  numbered 
341 — 170  male  and  171  female — a decrease  of  60  compared 
with  the  number  for  the  previous  year. 


This  gives  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  11.9  as  compared  with 
13.5  for  the  previous  year,  a decrease  of  1.6  as  compared  with 
a decrease  of  1.2  for  the  country  as  a whole. 


The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and 
Circulatory  System  184,  Cancer  41,  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis, 
and  other  Respiratory  Diseases  28,  Motor  Vehicle  and  other 
accidents  ii,  and  Tuberculosis  10.

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  numbered 
24 — 13  male  and  ii  female.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  of  44,  which  is  i less  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year. 
Thirteen  of  the  twenty-four  deaths  occurred  in  the  neo-natal 
period,  i.e.,  within  one  month  of  birth.  The  Neo-matal 
Mortality  Rate  was  23.9,  whilst  that  Tor  England  and  Wales 
was  18.9  per  1,000  related  live  births. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Prematurity  which 
accounted  for  7,  Congenital  Malformations  for  5,  and  Bron- 
chitis and  Pneumonia  also  for  5.  The  Mortality  Rate  for 
male  children  was  48,  and  for  female  children  was  40.

D.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

L— NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE,  OTHER  THAN  TUBER- 
CULOSIS. 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  other  than 
Tuberculosis,  notified  during  1952,  are  shown  by  age,  admis- 
sion to  hospital,  and  deaths,  in  the  accompanying  Table. 
There  was  a slight  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dy^htery  confined  to 
one  part  of  the  area  and  mild  in  character.  Otherwise  the 
district  was  extraordinarily  free  from  any  disease  of  an 
epidemic  nature. 

Apart  from  Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis  there  was  one 
death  during  the  year  from  notifiable  disease — a child  who 
died  from  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING  THE  YEAT?. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during 
the  year,  giving  a rate  of  0.98  per  1,000  of  population,  com- 
pared with  1.53  for  England  and  Wales.  No  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this 
disease. 

Diphtheria. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  against  a rate 
of  o.oi  per  1,000  of  population  for  the  whole  country. 

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 

Immunisation  of  children  in  the  area  was  commenced 
under  local  arrangements  in  1936. 

The  County  Council  is  now  the  responsible  authority 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and  I am  indebted  to 
the  Divisional  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  information 
necessary  to  continue  giving  details  of  the  present  position 
and  the  Table  on  page  18. 

During  1952  a total  of  595  new  immunisations  were  com- 
pleted— 390  in  the  0-5  years-of-age  group,  and  199  in  the  5-15 
years-of-age  group.  This  represents  an  increase  of  158  in  the 
number  immunised  as  compared  with  1951. 

In  addition,  1,372  children  were  re-immunised.  Re- 
immunisation is  available  for  children  who  have  been 
immunised  in  infancy  and  are  now  beginning  school,  and  for 
older  children  whose  immunisation  was  done  more  than  four 
years  ago. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  since  the  scheme 
was  begun  locally  in  1936,  has  now  reached  the  total  of 
11,232  and  these  are  shown  by  ages  at  the  time  of  their 
original  immunisation  in  the  accompanying  Table. 

Percentages  of  Child  Population  Immunised. 

(a)  0-5  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-groups  1948-1952 
inclusive  who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1952, 
and  of  whom  the  Authority  has  details,  was  1,567,  a nett  loss 
for  the  year  of  70.  The  Registrar-General  has  not  supplied 
a figure  for  this  group  this  year,  but  on  a local  estimate  the 
percentage  of  those  immunised  within  the  ages  of  0 to  5 years 
works  out  at  55,  which  is  three  per  cent  lower  than  the  figure 
for  1951.  Immunisation  is  given  free  at  the  County  Welfare 
Clinics,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  there  are  still 
parents  so  apathetic  as  to  neglect  this  most  vital  protection. 


(b)  5-15  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-group  1938-1947  in- 
clusive who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1952,  of 
whom  the  Authority  has  details,  was  4,498,  219  more  than 
the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  For  this  group  the  Registrar- 
General  likewise  has  not  supplied  a figure  but  on  a local  esti- 
mate the  percentage  immunised  worfc  out  at  97,  or  15  per 
cent,  higher  than  the  figure  for  1951. 

(c)  Over  15  years  of  age. 

The  number  over  15  years  of  age  on  the  31st  December, 
1952,  who  have  been  immunised  was  5,167  in  addition  to 
whom  1,168  were  immunised  under  County  arrangements  in 
1936,  in  the  then  age-groups  11-14,  in  connection  with  atten- 
dance at  school  camps,  but  the  Local  Authority  has  no  details 
of  these  and  they  are  not  included  in  the  Table. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Persons  Inoculated  Each  Year  1936 — 1952. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Six  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  four  being  notified  from  Whitehaven  Hospital  and  two 
from  a Nursing  Home.  This  gives  a rate  per  i,ooo  total  births 
of  10.77,  compared  with  17.87  for  England  and  Wales. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  was  notified. 

Pneumonia. 

Four  cases  of  Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 
were  notified.  The  rate  per  1,000  of  population  was  0.14  as 
compared  with  0.72  for  the  country  as  a whole.  On  the  other 
hand  there  were  ii  deaths — giving  a death  rate  of  0.39  per 
1,000,  as  compared  with  0.47  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
would  go  to  show  that  notification  is  far  from  complete. 

Erysiplas. 

One  case  was  notified,  giving  a rate  of  0.03,  as  against  a 
rate  of  0.14  per  1,000  of  population  for  the  whole  country. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Measles. 

Nine  cases  only  were  notified,  as  against  897  the  previous 
year.  This  gives  a rate  of  0.32  per  1,000  of  population,  com- 
pared with  8.86  for  the  whole  country.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Two  cases  only  were  notified  as  against  136  the  previous 
year.  This  gives  a rate  of  0.07  per  1,000  of  population,  com- 
pared with  2.61  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

Two  cases  were  notified.  Both  were  treated  in  hospital 
where  one  infant  died.  The  incidence  rate  was  0.07  per  1,000. 
as  against  0.03  for  England  and  Wales. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  notified  and  confirmed — both  paralytic 
cases.  The  incidence  rate  for  confirmed  cases  was  0.07  per 
1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  0.09  for  the  country  as 
a whole. 
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II.— CANCER. 


There  were  41  deaths  from  Cancer  during  1952 — 19  males 
and  22  females.  The  mortality  rate  was  1.44  per  1,000  of 
population,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  1.99  for  the  country  as 
a whole. 

Deaths  from  this  disease  were  16  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.

Housing. 

The  re-housing  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  by  a 
points  system  commenced  on  the  ist  March  and,  in  my  opinion, 
has  proved  a success. 

The  method  has  also  allowed  some  progress  towards  one 
solution  of  the  unfit  house.  Houses  from  which  the  tenants 
are  to  be  re-housed  are  inspected  some  time  prior  to  vacation 
and  dealt  with  under  the  repair  or  demolition  clauses  of  the 
Housing  Acts,  this  securing  the  house  being  made  fit  for  re- 
letting or  closure. 

In  consequence  of  this  action,  in  addition  to  the  demolition 
orders  enumerated  in  the  statistics,  37  undertakings  not  to 
further  use  the  premises  for  human  habitation  have  been 
received. 

In  one  case  the  undertaking  was  cancelled  following  com- 
pletion of  work,  but  for  the  main  part  these  houses  are  structur- 
ally finished.

HOUSING  PROVISION 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  the  CounciFs  various 
housing  schemes  in  spite  of  the  continued  shortage  of  materials, 
labour,  and  other  difficulties  which  occurred  during  the  year. 

174  houses  were  occupied  in  1952  made  up  as  follows : — 
104  Traditional  type  and  70  Easiform  type. 

Expenditure  falling  on  the  general  rate  fund  continues  to 
rise  steadily  and  is  becoming  a matter  of  grave  concern.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  cost  of  providing  and  maintaining  houses 
will  be  equivalent  to  a rate  of  3 / 3J,  which  is  44%  of  the  total 
rate  requirements  of  the  Council.  A further  point  to  be  borne 
in  mind  is  that  the  Statutory  Contribution  will  increase  every 
year  whilst  building  is  in  progress.  The  present  Statutory 
Rate  Contribution  is  £8  i8s.  od.,  so  that,  if  only  100  houses  are 
completed  in  the  year,  it  means  an  additional  2d.  on  the  rates.

Shops. 

There  are  333  shops  in  the  area  of  which  224  inspections 
were  made.  One  application  for  exemption  from  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  38  was  received  and  deferred. 

Movable  Dwellings. 

There  are  five  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area  and  14 
persons  were  granted  licences  to  station  caravans  for  a period 
of  six  months.  Fifty  one  inspections  were  made  and  no 
offence  called  for  other  than  verbal  action. 


Water  Supply. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  sources  of  water  supply 
as  reported  last  year.  Supplies  are  fully  taxed  to  meet 
increased  demands  by  new  housing,  the  installation  of  bath- 
rooms in  existing  houses,  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  water 
required  by  local  factories  and  dairy  farms. 

Whitehaven  Corporation  have  received  approval  to  their 
scheme  to  take  more  water  from  Ennerdale  Lake,  which  will 
make  available  to  the  Ennerdale  Rural  District  in  1953 
one  million  gallons  per  day  at  Hazelholme  for  the  central 
area  including  Cleator  Moor,  Cleator,  Egremont,  and  St.  Bees, 
and  a quarter  of  a million  at  Harras  Moor  for  the  northern  area, 
principally  Moresby,  and  is  proceeding. 
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A comprehensive  scheme  for  the  southern  area  of  the 
district  has  been  prepared,  agreed  in  principle  with  the  Cum- 
berland County  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government.  Negotiations  are  proceeding 
with  regard  to  the  dissolution  of  the  Harrington  and  Distington 
Joint  Water  Committee  for  the  northern  area  of  the  district. 

Of  the  six  samples  of  water  as  supplied  to  the  parishes 
from  the  various  sources  subject  to  examination  by  the  County 
Analyst,  five  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfact- 
ory. Whilst  remedial  action  was  taken  the  only  solution  is 
filtration  and  chlorination.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Eight  refuse  tips  are  in  use  in  the  area,  all  of  which  leave 
much  to  be  desired.  Whilst  soil  from  housing  sites,  when 
available,  has  been  used  for  surfacing  with  some  improvement, 
these  measures  could  only  be  described  as  palliative.
